A LETTER from Bishop Reeves, of Mac- 
kenzie river, appearing in the Winnipeg 
Free Press, tells of a visit made by him to 
the mouth of the Mackenzie last summer. 
He left Fort McPherson, on Peel’s river, on 
July 29th, and reached the Eskimo village 
on the delta of the Mackenzie, at which 
Rev. J.O. Stringer has established a mission, 
on Aug. 6th. After a good reception there 
he went west along the Arctic coast 290 
miles to Herschel island where nearly 
twenty United States whaling vessels 
asseinbled for the winter. During the 
previous winter twenty vessels and 500 men 
wintered there. Eskimos from the further 
west and even natives of Siberia had as- 
sembled there for the winter. A mission 
will be established at this place, towards 
which the officers and men of the whalers 
subscribed $600.

DEATH. 


Edward McGillivray, formerly ef Vic- 
toria, died at St. Albert at 10 o’clock last 
night. Mr. McGillivray was a very old 
timer in the west, and was well known 
throughout the Saskatchewan valley during 
the ’70’s. He was born in the Hudson’s Bay 
department of Montreal about 80 years ago. 
His father was a prominent officer in the old 
North-West Company, and his grandfather 
was one of the principal men in that com- 
pany. The deceased entered the service of 
the Hudsou’s Bay Company ai an early age, 
anid was first employed ix the posts on the 
Saugenay, then he came to Cumberland on 
the Saskatchewan, then to Peace river; and 
then to Lesser Slave lake. While at Slave 
lake he married Mrs. Rowland, daugiiter of 
Simon Fraser, and sister of H. Fraser, of 
the H. B. Co., at Edmonton. He left Slave 
lake and retired from the H. B. service in 
1873. He then settied at Victoria, where 
he bought a property and engaged in trad- 
ing ina small way. When he left the Com- 
pany’s service, he was possessed of ample 
means, but by too great liberality and care- 
less management consequent on failing 
powers, his means were spent, so that he 
came to be in very reduced circumstances. 
Some four years ago his lower limbs became 
paralyzed, rendering him entirely helpless. 
For the past three years he has been taken 
eare of by the Catholic mission at St. Albert, 
where he died. He was a very active man 
in his time, an excellent trader, well in- 
formed and a good conversationalist, and his 
mind and eye sight were unimpsired to the 
last. The funeral tukes place at 10 o’clock 


to-morrow at the Roman Catholic cemetery, 
St. Albert.

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THE ESTIMATES. 


The estimates for the coming year 
have been brought down, and the 
principal items of western interest 
appear elsewhere. ‘The supplementary 
estimates are yet io be heard from ; 
but in the meantime it may be remark- 
ed that as the first estimates cf this year 
are almost equal to the total estimates 
of last year, we may expect when the 
supplementaries are brought down—if 
they are ever brought down in the sit- 
ting parliament—the iota) of this year 
will be much in excess of that of last 
year In some departments the North- 
west has received its fair share of the 
inerease. The police vote is increased 
$30,000, and the Indians of Manitoba 
and tke Territories get $65,111 more 
than last year. Regina jail receives 
$11,400, which considering that the 
jail is a large and substantial stone 
building, far in excess of present re- 
quirements, and has teen occupied for 
a number of years past, seems to be a 
liberal amount. Prince Albert gets 
$6,000 towards a new jail and unless 
there is a mistake in stating the item, 
$5,000 for a new court house as well ; 
which is certainly liberal, as it al- 
ready has one court house, which cost 
something over $5,000. Portage la 
Prairie docs well with $20,000 towards 
a post office, and Brandon gets $3,600 
towards an industrial school. Immi- 
gration figures for $130,000, and the 
superannuation fund is increased by 
$37,000. All this is very nice, and 
judging from the several appropriations 
there is lots of money at command for 
the public purposes. A $20,000 post 


It is said a littie diffienley has arisen in 
the cabinet as to the scope of the remedial 
bill. According to rumor some of the miuis- 
ters do vot want those Catholic schools that 
have come under the public school law of 
1890 restored to separate school privileges, 
thus restricting remedial legislation te Win- 
nipeg, St. Boniface and three or four other 
districts. French members do not agree to 
this, but the difference will be left in abey- 
ance until the return of Sir Charles Tupper. 
This may furnish aa excuse for getting rid 
of a remedial measnre this session. 

Ata caucus of Liberals this morning it 
was decided to stand by the policy of inquiry 
respecting the school question to a man. 
This will still further disconcert Conserva- 
tives, who hoped to carry the remedial bill 
by the vote of French Liberals. Thirty-five 
Conservatives are known who will not vote 
with the government and others who have 
not yet announced their intention. As it 
now stands the goverriment cannot carry 
the measure unless Ontario dissentients be- 
come weak kneed at the prospect of the 
government’s defeat and renounce the 
principle of non interference with- Mani- 
toba. 

The London Daily News, prints a dis- 
patch from Vienna, which asserts that news 
has been received there from Constanti- 
nople and Sebastopol, which agrees that 
Russia has a fleet lying at Sebastopol and 
at Odessa and that the Caucassian armies of 
Russia are ‘being concentrated upon the 
Armenian frontiers in readiness to move 
next spring to realize the plans of Peter the 
Great for the partition of Turkey between 
the powers, Russia taking Armenia and 
Constantinople; France taking Syria and 
Palestine, and England taking Egypt and 
the eastern shores of the Persian Gulf; the 
remainder of the Turkish empire to be 
divided among the other powers. The Daily 
News also has a despatch Grom Sebastopol 
with records that secret preparations are 
going} forward there for the equping of a 
volunteer fleet. It is the general belief 
there this despatch afiirms, that these pre- 
parations foreshadow some action in the

abundance ef funds. But when other 
items are considered the abundance has 
disappeared. The appropriation for the 
pnblic purposes of the Territories, such 
as support of schools and construction 
of pubiic works, shows a decrease of 
$3,650. Not a very large decrease it is 
true, but when it occurs in place of a 
most necessary-increase it means a great 
deal. There was practically no increase 
in this appropriation last year and very 
little the year before. This year there 
is a decrease—unless the supplementary 
estimates make a change. And this 
while the actual needs of the Territories 
have increased each year, particularly 
in: Northern Alberta, where the popt- 
lation has trebled in three years. 
For the third time the sum of $25,- 
000 for a bridge across the Saskatche- 
wen at Edmonton appears. This 
amount will not come any nearer build- 
ing a bridge now than it would when 
it was first voted, and when no larger 
sum is placed in the estimates it looks 
very much as though the government 
had no more intention of going on with 
the work now than before. Of course 
the supplementaries may fill up the 
void, butin view of the public state- 
ments made by the premier and 
minister of interior when here that can 
scarcely be expected. They indicated 
very plainly that Edmonton would 
have to wait for the bridge. As the 
premier put it, Edmonton would have 
to waitits turn. In the opinion cf the 
people here our turn came shortly after 
the completion of the railway to this 
point, and we have been missing our 
turn every year since. That opinion is 
not lessened by a consideration of the 
other items in the estimates. In what 
way does the necessity of a $20,000 post 
office at Portage la Prairie or a $6,000 jail 
at Prince Albert compare with that of a 
railway—or even a __ trailic—bridge 
across the Saskatchewan at Edmonton. 
A new post office at Portage la Prairie 
would no doubt beautify that thrifty 
and enterprising town, possibly $11,000 
more can be spent to advantage on the 
Regina jail, and quite likely a $6,000 
jail at Prince Albert would be a de- 
sirable addition to the town: but a rail- 
way bridge across the Saskatchewan at 
Edmonten would be the first and most 


the principal discussious in the house of 
Commons on Jan. 27th. The matter was 
brought up by notice of motion by Mr. 
Martin, of Winnipeg, for correspondence, 
accounts, etc., in connection with the exbi- 
bition. Martin read strong Northwest 
newspaper attacks on the governor and ! 
supplemented these with a criticism of his ; 
own. He said there should be a_ full 
investigation of the accounts made and said 
there would be much disappointment if the 
government did not settle the unpaidclaims.

The exhibition would 
live as a monument to the enterprise and 
enthusiasm of the lieutenant-governor. No 
doubt the debts should have been paid but 
the Dominion had only been a contributor. 
Mr. Davin repudiated the idea that 
Northwest newspaper men had been led to 
assail the lieutenant-governor through per- 
sonal motives and gave his honor credit for 
what he had, done, but said his business 
transactions were marked by foolish care- 
lessness. He said Lieut,-Governor Mackin- 
tosh being an officer of the government, the 
government would have to be a party to a 
settlement of unpaid claims. He resented 
the idea that the west needed the missionary 
| services of eastern humbugs. Western men 
were quite capable of looking after their own 
affairs and it was time some people became 
seized of the fact.

THE ESTIMATES. 


The estimates were laid on the table of the 
House of Commons on Jan. 27th. The 
budget has been deferred until. Thursday. 
The total amount of estimates chargeable to 
consolidated fund is $38,308,548.13, an in- 
crease of $1,316,584.49. The total charge- 
able to capital account is $2,922,133.24, a 
decrease of $1,486,826.37. Grand total 
$41,230,681.37. a decrease of $170,241.98.

RAILWAY. 


Better railway facilities as conterplat- 
ed by the prospective Edmonton 
Railway Co. 

To the Edmonton Town Council. 


Gentlemen: -Is it better for the 
town of Edmonton to depend upon an 
independent railway company consist- 
ing of capitalists, no matter if they live 
here or elsewhere, and the town of 
Edmonton asked (according to the idea 
of the promoiers) to secure the charcer, 
to secure the milage grant, besides the 
contribution of $60,000 for a railway 
and traffic bridge from the Dominion 
government and also all possible help 
from the Hudson’s Bay Co.? Or is it 
better to have the C. & E. Railway Co. 
accept five or six milesof railway as 
an extension of their line, donated hy 
the town of Edmonton, after it has 
been built according to their require- 
ments for operating under a certain 
agreement which will be dealt with 
later in this communication. 


To give answers to these questions re- 
quires to be clearly defined and foresee 
the position of Edmonton in either of 
these cases. 


To deal tirss with the contemplation 
of the future Edmonton Railway Co. 
It is evident that the town, (after 
spending a considerable amount in 
furthering the scheme, viz, advice, 
securing charter, surveys, guaranteei:.g 
C. & E. and C. P. R. and Hudson’s 
Bay Co’s. aid, as well as the aid from 
the Dominion government), are called 
upon to raise $50,000 to gain an inter- 
est in this scheme, at exactly $50,000, 
thereby annulling all credit for what 
the town has done in order to realize 
the undertaking. Not only a railroad 
manj but every business man expects 
to receive due consideration, if not im- 
mediate advantages, for his efforts in 
behalf of another. Up to this date it 
has not come to my knowledge that 
even a shadow of an effort has been 
exercised to advance the interest of the 
town in this regard by the trustees, at 
present the promoters of the scheme, 
and still the transactions incurred by 
them are pronounced business like, of 
course by them. But that is not enough 
to let the town gain admittance intc 
the ring of the stockholders of the com- 
pany. She is called on, not only to raise 
the $50,000, but to pay it at once, as a 
100% subscription for shares of the 
company, and to buy them at_ their 
nominal value. ~ 


A charter may be sold and resold, ' 


and it may become a very expensive 
object, if its provisions should encroach 
on private rights obtained and held by 
another railroad company, involving 
law suits, or if settled without the aid 
of the courts, its rights and privileges 
may be cut down to such an extent as 
to render the charter useless to its 
owners, 


The nominal value of the stock of 
the company may (by some unscrupu 
lous scheme) be depreciatiated in value, 
and the one who pays up his shares in 
full at first is the looser. Further it is 
plain that the Edmonton Railway Co. 
wiil have to work in harmony with the 
C. & E.and C. P. R. Co., respectively, 
and are entirely at the mercy of these 
companies, dependiug upon them for 
their connection and use of their road 
and rolling stock, for which we will 
have to pay. The Edmonton Railway 
Co., might have a limited amount’of 
rolling stock to run on their line only, 
but it could not be called wise to incur 
this expense on so short a line, to un- 
ioad and reload at the C. & E. station. 
Why did the town spend nearly $2,000 
for this railway scheme before knowing 
the willingness of the C. & FE. ani C. 
P. R. to harmonize with the undertak- 
ing, as it must be planned for the bene- 
fit of the town and district? What is 
the use of applying and spending sum 
after sum fora railway charter, when 
another existing company own the 
privilege set forth in the desired charter. 
The charterfora street railway was 
obtained, as it did not infringe on prior 
rights held by the C. & E., because it 
was fora street railway and not fora 
railroad. Since the C. & E. charter 
does not expire in the near future, the 
charter which is so anxiously Icoked for 
by the prospective Edmonton Railway 
Co. can only be granted by mistake, and 
it would be expensive for that company 


to Lave any such mistake verified, if the 


C. & E. should find it necessary, but if 


not, and they extend their line in some 
other direction, perfectly secure of the 
traffic that 
Edmonton, by the Edmonton Railway 
Co., the town of Edmonton will have 
to realize that they are at the end of a 
branch line. 


is to come from and via 


Tt is easy to see that the running, 


maintaining and administrating for a 
railroad six miles in length will hardly 
add to the expenses of a road two 
hundred miles in length, since it can 
only be considered a continuation of the 
road now existing. It will require a 
considerable amount to operate, maintain 
and manage such a railroad independ- 
ently, moreover having to keep up a 


—= 


combined railway and traffic bridge «' 
about six hundred feet in length «: . 
this prospective railway company i:as 
to (and certainly it must) use the rviling 
stock of the C. & E. and C. P. R. for 
which they will bave to pay and raise a 
dividend, not to talk about the expense 
for maintaining, operating and manag- 
ing their road, that rate on freight 
and passengers would have to be im- 
posed, when all this can be done at a 
single outlay by the town, without the 
very doubtful aid of eastern capitalists 
and Mr. Jennings? 


lf Edmonton has to depend on che 
C.&E. such dependence should be direct 
not indirect, interpolating the Edmon- 
ton Railway Co., which will and must 
be a company to make, not only ex- 
penses, but also a dividend out of its 
future road, and therefore any person 
who is compelled to use 4t will have to 
| pay for conveyance of himself, and any 
freight he has to ship, first his share to 
the {Edmonton Railway Co. and will 
secondly (perhaps without his know- 
ing it) feed the stockbolders pockets of 
the C. & E.and C. P. R. 


This new Edmonton Railway Co. 
charter would contain, besides railroad 
privileges, a number of other privileges 
of a dissimulating nature, water works, 
electric works, navigation, etc., etc., 
which privileges are of course extended 
over the whole area that the charter 
covers, andit occurs to me that such 
privileges are the exact thing to puta 
stop to private enterprises and indus- 
tries, because the development of the 
district would be controlled and 
nonopelized by a few men who happen 
tc blind the eyes of a few citizens of 
Edmonton. 


Therefore the whole scheme as con- 
templated by the promoters of the Ed- 
menton Railway Co. will lead,if realized, 
to absurdity. Jt can be pronounced the way 
to ruin the town and a serious hindrance to 
the development of the district at large. 


Since the town of Edmonton wants a rail- 
road, to benefit by it, the C. & E. must be 
extended into the town, it being the only 
outlet at present and probably for years to 
come. ‘The following will explain how 
business in regard to this matter must be 
transacted. : 

The town of Edmonton must have perfect 
security that all the government aid as re- 
gards bridge and mileage grant, will be 
forthcoming when asked for by the town, 
within a certain time, also to be sure that 
the government assumes a share in the cost 
of maintainence of the bridge. The town 
must have perfect security of the Hudson’s 
Bay Co’s. aid, and must also have an agree- 
ment draw 1 up with the C.&E. and C. P. Rail- 
ways, assuring the town that they will 
accept the road when built, according to 
their requirements for operating it, that 
they will maintain and operate it forever, 
undér the regulations preva:'ing on their 
road, without partiality, to use it as a part 
of the extension of ihe main line of the C. 
& E. and give to Edmontun the same 
through rate for freight and passengers as 
to South Edmonton. An agreement should 
be applied for by which the C. P. R. would 
convey all the building material for the 
bridge and road at the lewest possibie figure, 
or if possibie free of charge over their road. 


If the C. & E. will not approve of the 
town using their charter, which, under all 
circumstances must be tried for, then the 
town may proceed in procuring a charter it- 
self for the purpose. The town will then be 
ready to start the construction ot the road, 
and will have the railroad desired within 
a reasonable time. 

It seems necessary to refer to another 
suggestion, which is, in effect, to stop the 
proposed line at the flat below the town, for 
the sake of reducing the cost of construc- 
tion. NowI claim that it is very unwige 
to place the station on the flat, for the 
reason that one of the great objects desired 
in securing railroad connection is to do away 
with the hauling of freight, especially on 
such grades as the hil along side of the 
town presents. Theclimbing up and _ slid- 
ing down such hills with passengers is 
equally objectionable, and I further claim, 
that some of those who would now be 
satisfied with the station on the flat, would 
be the first to condemn the location. There 


is no reason in spending $150,000 and drop- : 


ping the main object to be attained, on 
azcount of an additional expense of $15,000 
to secure that ébject. Ifthe town of Ed- 
monton is to build the road, she must do so 
to the best advantage tothe town,and must 
have the station near its business centre, 
and not leave room for another expensive 
up-grade street railway scheme. At last, it 
must be mentioned that the sketch for a 
combined railway and traffic bridge, now 
exhibited at the town hall might do for a 
street car service, but it is to be condemned 
for regular railway service, on account of 
having the wagon track, along side 
of the railway track, which would bea 
source of accidents, the wagon track should 
be above the railway track. 

The advantages to the C. & E. and C. P. 
R. to be derived in consequence cannot yet 
be estimated, gaining a field of operation that 

sis unexcelled in the history of railways. I 
might allude to the numerous advantages 
which a realization of the desired railroad 
connection (in the manner pointed out by 
me) will bring forth? The town of Edmon- 
ton, and surrounding district with its un- 
limited natural rescurces, in minerals, 
timber, fisheries &c., with the greatest fur 
producing country in the world to the 
north, with itsflarge coal deposits near at 
hand, will at last have added the missing 
link. It will become the most powerful 
trading centre in the Canadian Northwest, 
for which it has long since been designated 
by its dominating geographical position. 
The town of Edmonton, and its surrounding 
district, willbe thrown open to the mighty 
spirit of enterprise and industries. In- 
dividual prosperity will ensue prominence 
and greatness will be the factor, that will 
make Edmonton what ib deserves to be, 
‘The capital of the great Noithwest.”
